The Applicant hereby respectfully petitions for inclusion of color drawings in the 
application referenced above pursuant to 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2). 

There are three drawings in the above referenced application that must be shown in 
color, specifically Figures 1, 2B, and 5. These drawings illustrate, respectively, a tile 
depicting a grass texture, a target area that is tiled with the grass texture tile in a periodic 
tiling pattern, and a target area that is tiled with the grass textured tile in an aperiodic tiling 
pattern.

and the lack of such linear repetitions in Figure 5, are not observable in mere black and white 
drawings due to the subtle differences in shading. The Office is referred to the enclosed black 
and white versions of Figures 1, 2B, and 5. 

Being able to observe these linear repetitions is important to understanding the 
application because one of the improvements resulting from the subject matter being claimed 
is the elimination of such linear repetitions. For example, when a tile, such as that shown in 
Figure 1, is repeated in a periodic tiling pattern, such as in Figure 2B, one can readily discern 
the periodic pattern of light and dark shading when the single tile of Figure 1 is replicated to 
cover the target area. However, one of the advantageous results of applying the claimed 
subject matter is the elimination of those linear repetitions, as shown in Figure 5.
